or Diſtinction, wnole very Namefix'd to it wou'd 
have given it Authority, and a general Accep- 
tance. And to thoſe who through Education, or 
Party Perſwaſion, or Intereſt, or other private 
Reafons, may be of a different Opinion, that thi; 
was not done to affront tem, or to oppoſe their 
Humours ; no, my chiet Deſign is the Reaſons 
offer'd for a National Service. And to thoſe 
who I feem to level at, I next apply myſelf to. 


And theſe, through their miſguided Wills, may draw 
down. their heavy Diip'cs ſure upon me, which I dread 
more falling into their Hands, then I do Boras's Blaſts, or 
Neptune's Salt Waves; tho I am offering nothing but what 
may tend to the reforming of their Lives and Manners; and 
tho the Phyfick may not be Toothſome,it may prove Good 
and Wholeſome both to Soul and Body; and it. has made 
my Heart to Bleed to ſee and hear of ſo inany young Youths 
cut off before they come to their thinking Age, and Tran- 
{portation is but a Bubble, and ſome knows the Secret; but 
ſending them to Gibralter, being a middle Way, whereby 
Juſtice will be ſatisfied, and the Offender puniſh'd, their 
old Hopes diſappointed of coming back at Pleaſure, Mony 
{aved, and honeſt People may T ravel more ſafely, and abun- 
dance of Ships preferved, Trade better ſecured; and the 
Nation become more formidable, and His Majeſty's Reign 
made to ſhine greater then any of His Predeceſſors. 


HE many excellent wholſome Laws which have 
been made for the reſtraint of 'Villiany, and the 


Puniſhment of Vice, ſhews the vertuous and good incli- 


nations of our Goverment, to reform the Baſe and de- 
generate Manners of the People, every Seſſions produces 
ſome new AQ and freſh Inſtances of our Senatorꝰ's Care, 
for the better ſecurity of the Subjects, the defence of the 
Laws, Religion, Morality and diſcountenancing of Ro- 
gury under all its Diſguiſes, notwit liſtand ing the Pu- 
niſhmeat inflicted on them by their Judges and Juiſt- 
ces of the Peace, and the often warnings by their faithful 
honeſt plain dealing Miniſters, with the Good and whol- 


ſome lInſtructions by their near and dear Relations; yet 


for all their Pains and Endeavours, Vice grows a pace, 
and Wickedneſs of all Kinds, makes uncommon advan- 
ces throughout the Kingdom ; what Peals of Vilany have 
rung in our Ears, that our News Papers are Daily crowd- 
ed with, from every corner of the Land. | 


if we examin the Cauſe of theſe Evils, or ask from 
whence it 15, that ſo many poor Wretches voluntarily 
doom themſelves to Death and Baniſhment, notwith- 
ſtanding the Hardſhips of a long cloſe Confinment in a 
naſty ſtinking Prifon loaced with heavy Irons, Scandal 
and Shame they ſuffer, with theirSentance paſſed on them 
at the Barr; we find ics Original is the breach of the Sab- 
bath, Diſobedience to Parents, Drunkeneſs, Debauchery, 
a Declination, or a Reluctancy to Buſineſs, or honeſt La- 
bour, and a wrong turn of Mind, they take in their 
Child- hood.

The Hiftory of Executions affords Examples too often 
of this Kind, there we may ſee the guilty Wretch at the 
Place of Execution (when he ftares Death in the Face, 
and finds he has but a few Moments left him before he 
launches into an awful Eternity) Ruffled, and at his 
Wits ends, lamenting in his laſt dying Agonies, that

The bare Apprehenfion of being made 
a Galley-Slave, will ſtrike ſuch a Terror into the Minds 
pf thoſe vile People; as Highwaymen, Foot-pads, Houſe- 
reakers, Shop-lifters, Pick-pockets, Horſe-ſtealers, In- 
endiaries and others, that are guilty of enormous Crimes, 
vho like Locuſts ſwarm in our Roads and Streets, and in- 
ects all Places to ſuch a degree, that honeſt People are 
at ſafe, either at Home or Abroad; but when theſe Peo- 
ple ſhail know to their dread, that inſtead of Tranſporta- 
ion, they ſhall be ſent to row in Gallies, or other Labour, 
vitzout any hopes of Freedom till their Sentence is expi- 
ed, it will certainly put a ſtop to Thieving and Villany, 
r it will cauſe ſuch a Terror upon their Minds, of the 
Rigour, that thoſe Paterroons, or Officers of the Gallies, 
xerciſes over thoſe unfortunate People, who for the Pu- 


in ment of their Crimes are thus dealt with, and could 


ot he reſtrained by any milder Methods.

That by this Propoſal they may be ſaved, and brought 
to a ſenſe of their paſt Follies, in following of an extrava· 
gant vicious eu of.

' honeſt ſober way of living, that they may become ſervice Wl 


able to their Country in their ſeveral Trades and Cap: 
cities. But as they have by their repeated Robbieries 
and other Villianies wrong'd the Nation in general, they 


may be made uſe of for a National Service, which in ſome 


' meaſure may attone for the Miſchieſs they have done, in th:

And II ſhall further offer, that by ſending of theſe Con 
vias to our Plantations and Collonies, it is only a moe 
upon the Nation, for we find by woful Experience that 
it does not anſwer the good Purpoſe, for which the Trar 
ſportation Law was enacted; for it does not leſſon th 
Numbers of Thieves, or put a ſtop to the exorbitant Tem 
pers of theſe vile People; for the change of the Climat 
makes no Alterations either in their Manners or Moral, 
for wicked they was, and ſo they continue.

But how long theſe People ſhall ſerve, I will not offer 
to name, but leave that to the Wiſdom and Prudence of 
the Law-makers, and their Judges to the nature of the 
Crimes they are convicted off. | | 

I beg leave ,humbly, to offer briefly, ſome few of the 
repeated Services, that Gallies may be madeule off. 

For as there is a ſtrong Current, ſets always through 
the Gut, if it proves Calm, which is frequent in thoſe 
Parts: _ that have been coming through, have drove 
paſt Gzbralter, as high as Malaga, and others that have heen 
coming down, have met with theſe Calms, and Ships of 
great Value, which tho? ſo near, could not fetch into the 
Bay, and ſo expoſed to great Dangers, and ſome that have 
been taken by the Jpanzards, who always kept lurking 
with their Gallies, on purpoſe for thole Opportunities, 
that our Cruizers could not come to aſſiſt them; and in 


Law, and encourages and buoys them up in their vile 


ſight ſometimes of Gzbra/ter, which is the higheſt Provo- 


cation, and has been done to the unſpeakable loſs of 
Trade, and the Ruin of abundance of Merchants and 
Sailors; but theſe Evils will be ſufficently made up and 
provided againſt, for we can with our Gallies in Conjunc- 
tion with our Men of War, command all Ships paſſiing, 
or re-paſſing in thoſe Seas, rendering there Trade difficult 
to them, and cf many Adyantages to us of this King-

And as this is offer'd with an honeſt Intention for a Pub- 
lick good, to prevent theſe Evils for the Time to come; 
yet as there may ariſe ſeveral Objections, I ſhall briefly

Anſwer that, by what it has coſt the Government be- 
tween the Rewards of thoſe that have been capitally 
convicted, as for ſome 300 J. for others 50 J. 40 l. and the 
{our Pcunds four Shillings, that the Government pays for 
the Paſſage of every one that has been Tranſported, but 
ſince this King has come to the Crown, but that it may be 
made appear, that it will far out ballance the Charge of 
building a ſufficient Number of Gallies; and if I might 
offer further without diſobliging, that the Charge of one 
Third Rate, in building and fitting her out for the Sea for 
ſix Months, by a modeſt Computation, will far out bal- 
lange the Coſt of theſe Gallies. 1 
But I humbly beg that I may be underſtood, that by 
this Propoſal, I am not for leſſening any one Ship in his 
Majeſty's Royal Navy, which is ſo much the Glory and 
Defence of theſe Kingdoms, and the Terror of the whole 
World, but that Gallies may be added as Tenders, or as 
ſhall be thought moſt for Service to them.

leave to acquaint my Reader, that there is no Law to diſ-

this Propoſal, they will be reduced to ſuch {ſmall Numbers, 
more than ever yet could be done by DEATHS or BA-

And it is plain, that we have had more robbing in 
England in one Month, then has been committed in Itah, 


Spain, or Portugal in twelve Months, and it's thought it 


is owing to thoſe Countries having Gallies, putting it out 
of the Power of thoſe People to play at Fast and Loos. 


Obj. That this is offer d againſt a Free Perple. 
Anſwer, I own it is the Happineſs of the People or 
England, that we are a free People, and that our Laws 


are made by joint Conſent of King and Parliament, and 


that we have many Privileges above other Nations; and 


that we are not extorted to any Confeſſion, either by 


wracking on the Wheel, or other inhuman Inventions 
which is ſhocking. But I humbly conceive that when a 


Perſon is convicted by Evidence of breaking the King's 


Laws, they have loſt all pleadings of their Freedoms, but 
is entirely at the Laws and King's diſpoſal, whether tor 
Life, Death, Baniſhment, or long Impriſonment, or Li- 
berty. And Tranſportation was firſt thought to be, as 
great a breaking into the Rights and Freedom of theſe

Anſwer, It is the unhappy Temper of ſome Men, they 


never was, or defired to be made uſeſully Good, or mo- 


rally Honeſt, for their exorbitant Humours, which ad- 


mits of no Bounds when that comes to have a reſtraint put 


upon it, by the juſt Methods of the Law, it either flings 


them into thoſe vile wild deſperate Reſolutions, that had

at this Time, in building Forts at Gibralter Bay, and Ca- 


brita Point, againſt the firſt Rupture, tho? they may gloſs

and likewiſe be a place of ſafety for all our Ships in hard 


Gales of Wind, and thus they may be employ'd tho' in 
times of Peace, in building ſome neceſſary Fortifications 
both thereſand at Port- Ma hone, as may render thoſe Places 
impregnable. : 
And ſhewing this to ſame Ingenious Gentlemen, that 
were truly ſatished with the uſefulneſs, and repeated Ser- 


vices that Gallies would be off ; but their main Obje&ion - 
was, that Gallies would not be comply'd with for fear of 


diſobliging the Spaniards. _ 
Anu. For the ſame Reaſon it is thought that ſome is for 
giving them Gibralter, but it will be an unwiſe Action, if 
they do, and the fatal Conſequences that will foon fol- 
low, will but too plainly ſhow it, and the Jpauiards are 
not endued with the ſame good Nature, or Care to diſ- 
oblige us, when they built that Fort at the head of the Bay 
to annoy our Shiping, and to bang a Maſter of a Ship in 


| ſight of us, for bringing the Garriſon ſome ſmall Neceſſa- 


ries, and to continue their Guarda Coſta, to Kill, Plunder 
and take our Shiping in the Weſt- Indies, and ore, or two 
up the Straits, and to make Prizes of them; and now by 
a ſtri& Order forbid upon Pain of Death, all Communi- 
cation with us at Gibralter, both by Sea and Land, though 
we have been at an immenſe Charge with our Fleets to ſerve 
them: But I ſhall ſay no more to this Objection, but leave 
it to the Thoughts of all honeſt Zngliſhmen who are not 
corrupted, or in a Lethargy; only this that Gallies in con- 
junction with our Men of War, will be as great a Thorn 


in their Sides, as any one thing we can do to them. 


I would beg leave to give ſome few ſhort hints why we 
ſh culd not part with Gzbra/ter. | 

For by keeping of it, as I have propos'd, by Gallies aſ- 
ſiting our Men of War, all Nations will have ſuch a ſhare

beſides a Nurſery for Sailors: Tho? it may he objected 
that our Fleets can commnd Entrance at any time in the 
:Strants, © ? Fn | 
An ſwer, That Trade that muſt be carry'd on withſo high a 
Hand, will ſuffer and leſſon, for the following Reaſons, as 
firſt the Turkey Trade, for the French who are a cunning ſub- 
tle People, have learnt to make to a great Perection the 
ſame ſort of Goods; and will take the Advantage whilſt we 
are forming Fleets, to ſupply them from Marſe:iules, which 
lies near at Hand. And next our N:wfoundland Ships, 
which are neither Ships of Force or Runners, theſe will be 
allo badly off, for as Fiſh is a periſhing Commodity, ſo 
that whilſt they are getting ready to join their Convoy, from 
their ſeveral Harbours, there Fiſh may be ſpoil'd, ſo that 
by enriching ourſelves by Trade, it may prove to the utter 
Ruin of abundance of honeſt induſtricus Families, and 
vaſtly leffon his Majeſties Revenues, and flat and dull the 
Spirit of Trade; for it was always the Strife and Ambition 
. of thoſe Perſons, that traded that way, to be their only

Some may object that Tam a hindrance to Trade, becauſe 
I argue againſt ſending of Felons to our Plantations; be- 


cauſe it is thoſe Countries, that takes of ſuch large quan- 
tities of our Home Goods. 

Anſwer, I own it is, but as to thoſe Felons, as J have 
made it appear, there is not one in forty ſtays there, but I 
would humbly offer for the good of Trade, to prevent the 
rotten from going, and that will preſerve the ſound, and 
we having nany Millions of Acres of good Land unimprov'd 


for want of People; and thoſe Countries producing many 


beneficial Commodities, that we of this Nation wants, as 


Flax, Hemp, Pitch, Tar, Turpentine, Maſting, Tim- 


ber and other Naval Stores, which will employ may Thou- 
{ands of Families. That all Trades will be the better for 
it, but eſpecially the Woollen Manufactories, Hatters and 
Smith's-work in all its Branches; which employs whole 


Towns in England at thoſe Trades; and may be the happy 


means to prevent ſuch Numbers, who through decay of 
Trade are become poor, and thrown to lie rotting in Goals, 


ſo ſhocking to Human Nature: And it might prevent o- 


thers who are forced through the difficulties, to get a li- 
ving for the common Neceſſaries of Life, turns Thieves, 
Whores, Night-walkers,' Forgers, Sharpers, Smugglers, 
Receivers, Procurers, Bawds, Gipfies, Fortun=-tellers, 


Inſolvent Nebtors, Pariſh Poor and common Beggars, 


and others, that goes round the Countries, impoſing on 
thoſe well inclin'd charitable People by falſe Paſſes, as 
Pretenders by loſs of Fire, Shipwreck, hard Rents, loſs 
of Cattle, i decay of Trade, and the like; it 
theſe were to go to our new Sett:ements, with proper
